Bate Ball Being Taught in Public School*. 


Baseball is being injected into the curriculum of the schools 


of the national capital as an aid in the teaching of arithmetic 
This developed Thursday when groups of school children were 
discovered reading-the baseball news and eagerly interrogating 
each other as to the best means of figuring averages. It tran- 
spired that teachers in arithmetic have been using problems in 
their classes such as the following: 


"If Chick Gandil is at bat forty times and makes twelve hits 


what is his average?" 


"If the Nationals win eleven games out of fifteen what per 


cent, do they lose?" 


The new system is said by the instructors lo be highly suc- 


cessful. Thoroughly interested in the national sport, the 
children are said to lake real joy in solving the problems, and 
the same process is ulili/cd in problems in linear or square 
measurement and, in the case of less advanced pupils, in addi- 
tion and subtraction. The baseball diamond is now one of the 
commonest diagrams-lo be found on Hie blackboards of the 
schools of the national capital.

a question, but it will sound good, lo the boys and would prove 
popular here in Portsmouth,
